for a while, she decided 
to go back upstairs and 
lie on the bed.” 

Julie’s parents fell 
asleep, but later that 
night her father was 
woken by a thud and 
found that she had fallen 
out of bed. 

She said: “She had 
fallen into a coma, so my 
father called 999. The 
first person to arrive was 
a First Responder and he 
was so helpful.” 

In fact, when the 
ambulance arrived and 
rushed Julie’s mother to 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend, that 
First Responder took 
Julie’s father, who was 
very distressed, to the 
hospital and stayed with 
him until his family 
arrived. 

Sadly, the efforts of 
the emergency services 
were in vain. Julie’s 
mother did not regain 
consciousness and died 
later that day. 

Julie said: “What hap¬ 
pened to us brought 
home to me just what a 
fantastic job the First 
Responders do.

ALTERNATIVES 
TO EUROPE? 


A GREAT deal 
has appeared 
in The GEM 
recently about the 
friendly US inva¬ 
sion’ of Barry, and 
the Vale, by US 
troops in World 
War Two (or as Dr 
Jonathan Hicks 
renames it, “the 
second half of the 
First World War, 
otherwise the 
‘Great War’ or the 
‘War to end all 
wars’). 

It should be remem¬ 
bered that at RAF St 
Athan, up to 5,000 air¬ 
men (and women) were 
trained at any one time, 
including Free French 
airmen, and ground 
crews from Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, Norway 
and Poland. 

Later, the Americans 
were stationed nearby 
and Italian prisoners of 
war were attached to the 
base. 

Between 1941 and 
1951, 22,599 flight engi¬ 
neers were trained at 
RAF St Athan, most of 
them during the war 
years. 

One former trainee 
was awarded the 
Victoria Cross (VC) for 
his bravery - Sergeant 
Norman Jackson of 106 
Squadron). 

On April 26, 1944, 
after bombing the impor¬ 
tant Schweinfurt com¬ 
plex in Germany, his 
Lancaster (he was a 
flight engineer) was hit 
by an enemy fighter, 
causing a severe fire. 


He climbed onto the 
fuselage with a fire 
extinguisher, while the 
plane flew at 200 mph at 
20,000 feet. 

He was unable to 
extinguish the fire and 
his parachute partly 
opened, causing him to 
slip off the fuselage onto 
the wing. He was badly 
burned and swept off the 
wing with his burning, 
partly-inflated parachute 
flapping behind him. 

He broke an ankle on 
landing and was taken 
prisoner. 

A total of 277 other 
flight engineers, trained 
at the base, were award¬ 
ed the DFC, DFM and 
other bravery awards 
during the war, as well 
as Valentin Kubin, a 
Czechoslovak airman, 
who died six weeks 
before the end of the 
conflict and whose grave 
I look after in Merthyr 
Dyfan cemetery. 

He is the only 
Czechoslovak buried 
there and he was a Flight 
Sergeant in a 
Czechoslovak RAF 
Squadron. 

Czech army records 
have him listed as dying 
in Sully Hospital, Anglia 
(England!) which entry I 
am seeking to change. 

Also, in the near 
future, I hope to invite 
the Czech and Slovak 
Embassies to send repre¬ 
sentatives to honour this 
lone airman, on their 
respective national days. 
(His name is a combina¬ 
tion of both Czech and 
Slovak).

AHEAD of the National

Julie continued: “I 
have known Maria for 
some time, as we both 
have children in Ysgol 
lolo Morganwg, but this 
only emphasised what a 
challenging duty she was 
taking on by volunteer¬ 
ing for First 
Responders.” 

The pair decided to go 
on a sponsored slim, to 
raise money so that an 
extra First Responders’ 
emergency pack could be 
kept in the Cowbridge 
area. 

At the moment, when 
she comes on duty, she 
collects the pack and 
keeps it until she passes 


it on to the next person to 
come on duty. 

It contains a defibrilla¬ 
tor, but also has an oxy¬ 
gen cylinder, masks and 
other items. 

Maria said: “If we are 
successful in raising the 
funds, then that kit will 
be with me all the time, 
until someone else needs 
it. 

“It means that if I go 
to Llantwit or Barry, for 
instance, I can let the 
ambulance centre know 
where I am, and tell them 
that I have a kit with me. 

“It will increase the 
number of First 
Responders on call and 
cut response times!” 

The pair have decided 


that if the fundraising is 
successful, the kit will be 
embroidered with the 
name of Julie’s mum, 
Enid Mary Owens. 

They decided to go on 
a sponsored diet to raise 
the funds. Julie has set 
herself a target of losing 
five stone by December, 
while Maria is aiming to 
lose three stone. 

Maria is heading for 
the gym, while Julie aims 
to start by discovering 
the joys of walking in the 
Vale. Both will, of 
course, be eating health¬ 
ily and following a strict 
diet. 

They are also planning 
some fundraising events, 
and Julie’s husband, 
Stephen, has volunteered 
to have his chest waxed 
to raise funds! 

Maria said: “The cost 


of a First Responders kit 
is about £1,800, so we 
are going to really work 
at this.” 

She added that the 
training course she has 
just finished had been 
inspiring, and that she 
had learned a lot. 

She said: “It was over 
four days at Cardiff 
Airport, which was really 
nostalgic for me because 
I used to be an air host¬ 
ess! 

“There were nine peo¬ 
ple on that course, but 
only two of us will go on 
to be First Responders in 
the Vale, so new volun¬ 
teers are always need¬ 
ed!”

Land’s End to John O’Groats, 
local man’s cycle marathon... 

In memory of 
Dad, and ‘very 
big thank you’ 
to Marie Curie

A Vale man is to ride the 
1,000 miles from Land’s End 
to John O’Groats to thank 
Marie Curie, Penarth for the 
exceptional care the staff pro¬ 
vided for his father in his 
final days. 

Glyn Cleaver was just 63 when he 
died of esophageal cancer in October 
2011 . 

His son Paul, who lives in Barry, 
said: “I’m undertaking the ride in 
memory of my father and to say 
thank you to Marie Curie in Penarth. 

“It was just 35 days from my 
father’s diagnosis until his death. At 
first he was cared for in the 
University Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff. The two girls in there were 
working flat out. 

“He was transferred to Marie 
Curie and the level of treatment for 
him and also for the family was 
incredible.” 

Glyn was originally from Gabalfa 
in Cardiff. He served in the Army 
and also worked at Dow Coming. 

He spent the final 15 years of his life 
in Rhoose. 

Although Glyn was made redun¬ 
dant in the year 2000, Paul said it 
led to one of the most pleasurable 
periods in his life. 

“With his redundancy he was able 
to tour round Europe for a year and a 
half in a camper van he bought. 

“He was also able to fit in the 
rounds of the European superbikes 
championship. 

“It was a great time for him and 
his wife Julie.” 

Today, July 19, Paul will be driv¬ 
en down to Cornwall by his family - 
wife Becky, his daughter Hollie (22) 
and son Marcus (21). 

“I’m going down to Newquay. 

The next morning I’ve got an early 
start because we start the ride at 6am 
from Land’s End.

He says their care for his 
father Glyn was ‘incredible’’. 

“It will take 10 days so it averages 
out at 100 miles a day.” 

Paul, like his father before him, 
works at Dow Coming: “Eve had 
great support from family, friends 
and work colleagues, but hope that 
other people I’ve known over the 
years or are sympathetic to the Marie 
Curie cause will back me too. 

“I’ve been training with friends at 
work and managed to ride up to 150 
miles a week, and even done the odd 
100-mile days, but the weather has 
hampered things a bit. 

“Dow Coming has said it will 
provide match funding so the more I 
raise, the more the company will 
donate. 

“So far. I’ve raised £1,865 - my 
target was £2,000. Now I’m hoping 
to exceed it.”

CARDIFF CROWN COURT 
REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


‘Sexual predator’ 
(aged 74) gets 13- 
year jail sentence 


A SEXUAL predator aged 74 has been 
jailed for 13 years at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Henry Clarke was said by Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC to have indicated a total absence of 
remorse for his behaviour. 

Clarke, a man with no previous convictions, of 
Tanyrallt Avenue, Litchard, Bridgend, had been 
found guilty after a two-week trial of 15 charges 
involving indecent assault, committing acts of 
gross indecency and inciting sexual activity with 
a child. 

Prosecutor Caroline Rees said the offences 
occurred in the Bridgend area. 

Clarke denied all the charges and said the girls

A DAUGHTER 
defrauded her father 
of more than £4,000. 

At the time, he was 
living with her in 
Penarth and recuperat¬ 
ing after a hip operation. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Jacqueline 
Cooksey (40) of 
Plymouth Road pleaded 
guilty to 11 charges of 
fraud by false represen¬ 
tation. 

She had been convict¬ 
ed by Cardiff magis¬ 
trates and committed to 
sentence. 

She also asked the 
court to take into con¬ 
sideration six offences 
of fraud. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said the total 
involved was £4,684 
and the victim was 
Cooksey’s father, James 
Whitehouse. 

The money was taken 
from his bank account 
and he has since been 
reimbursed by the bank. 

At one point, her 
father loaned her his car 
but she claimed it had 
been impounded by the 
police, and wanted 
£300, but there was no 
record of the police 
being involved. 

In January, her father 
received a bank state¬ 
ment, said Mr Warren, 
showing unauthorised 
transactions to a media 
group, for clothing and 
to the supermarket. 

She had also spent 
the money on holidays 
and on alcohol. 

When arrested, she 
claimed the payments 
were authorised by him. 

Her barrister, Carl 
Williams, said: “Clearly, 
she has alcohol prob¬ 
lems and in effect, the 
bank is the loser. She 
still maintains a good 
relationship with her 
father.” 

He said there had 
been no repetition of the 
behaviour, and it was 
inevitable she would be 
caught. If she went to 
prison, he said, she 
would lose her housing 


association accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Recorder Christopher 
Clee said: “It was a con¬ 
fidence fraud, a mean 
offence, and a breach of 
trust.” 

He added: “You took 
advantage of an illness, 
and milked his bank 
account.” 

She was jailed for six 
months, suspended for 
18 months, and directed 
to undergo an alcohol 
problem treatment pro¬ 
gramme. 


were lying, and that he couldn’t have committed 
the offences because he was impotent. 

His counsel, Andrew Davies, said: “It’s clear 
he still denies everything. I can’t contend it’s not 
serious.” 

He asked the judge to reflect on Clarke’s age, 
that he had no previous convictions and that it 
would be his first custodial sentence. 

While in custody recently, he said, Clarke had 
collapsed, and was taken to hospital. 

He added: “What was clear was that he was 
always hard-working, worked long hours and 
always provided for his family.” 

The judge said one of the victims had been 
confused, and believed it was normal behaviour. 

Clarke had shown her pornography, tried to 
hypnotise her, and told her to say nothing. 

Said the judge: “You are a man without con¬ 
science, without concern for the harm you have 
caused. You are a man who only thinks of him¬ 
self.” 

He described him as a low person, and said to 
describe his behaviour as wicked didn’t do it jus¬ 
tice. 

The judge said he had also tried to hypnotise 
another girl. 

Said Judge Hopkins: “You were convicted on 
the most compelling evidence after the jury 
rejected your denial.” 

The case, he added, required a substantial cus¬ 
todial sentence. 

“Your victims suffered the burdens of hurt and 
shame and fear, and all suffered emotionally.” 

He said there were no mitigating factors. 

He directed that on being released, Clarke reg¬ 
ister for life as a sex offender, and he was banned 
from working with children.

W HEN we 
were elect¬ 
ed, I made 
a pledge that the 
new Vale Council 
cabinet, although 
taking the majority 
of decisions, will be 
transparent in its 
decision-making 
and listen to opin¬ 
ions before taking 
decisions, unless an 
urgent decision is 
required. 

This means that cabi¬ 
net will not only ask for 
and listen to the opinions 
of its scrutiny commit¬ 
tee, as well as the advice 
of its professional offi¬ 
cers, but it will also lis¬ 
ten to the opinions of the 
people it serves. 

To help ensure we are 
a ‘listening’ cabinet, I 
have made a number of 
changes to how we oper¬ 
ate. The fortnightly cabi¬ 
net meetings, which are 
held in public, will no 
longer ‘rubber stamp’ 
decisions that have been 
made in private. 

I am committed to 
ensuring that cabinet 
decisions are discussed 
in public and that at the 


end of many cabinet 
meetings the public will 
be given the chance to 
ask any questions they 
may have. 

As you may know, 
cabinet meetings are 
generally held in the 
Civic Offices in Barry, 
but we have decided that 
every three months we 
will hold a meeting 
away from the Civic 
Offices, visiting other 
venues in Barry, Penarth, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major. 

The meeting sched¬ 
uled for July 23 will be 
held at the Barry Town 
Council Offices (at the 
side entrance to the 
Memorial Hall), 


Gladstone Road, at 6pm, 
where we plan an agen¬ 
da of special interest to 
the town. Everyone is 
welcome to attend. 

We plan further meet¬ 
ings on October 15 at 
Llantwit Major Town 
Hall, on January 21 in 
Penarth and the April 22 
meeting will be in 
Cowbridge. I hope resi¬ 
dents will come along 
and take the chance to 
question us and share 
their views. 

Many people are ask¬ 
ing about the situation 
with the Local 
Development Plan. We 
have pledged to under¬ 
take a fundamental 
review and we will work 


to create a plan that is 
the best possible solution 
for the Vale; even if it 
means starting again 
from scratch. 

There will, of course, 
be further consultation 
work undertaken, but 
until we have completed 
our review we can not 
plan a timetable for con¬ 
sultation. 

However, we will 
make sure that consulta¬ 
tion will be more thor¬ 
ough and meaningful 
than that carried out by 
the previous administra¬ 
tion. 

On a brighter note, in 
a few weeks, the 
National Eisteddfod will 
take place at Llandow 
and the council has been 
working with the 
Eisteddfod to plan and 
prepare for the event.

He told the Vale woman: “All 
offences of child cruelty are 
wicked, particularly by a mother 
against her natural c hil dren.” 

He said the offences occurred 
over a considerable period of time. 

“Your victims were young and 
particularly vulnerable. You abused 
your position of tmst. 

“Your victims lived in constant 
and unrelenting fear, and you took 
away their happy childhood.” 

He said her violence was not 
sadistic, but the result of an uncon¬ 
trollable temper. She herself had 
accused the children of exaggerat¬ 
ing and lying. 

On one occasion, said prosecutor 
Jennett Trehame, she lost her tern-

per with her son, grabbed him by 
the arm and shouted at him. 

On another occasion, she 
slapped his face after he had 
grabbed her. 

In a statement, that victim said 
he had moved to a supportive 
household. 

What happened to him, he said, 
affected his confidence and his abil¬ 
ity to make friends, and he had self- 
harmed. 

He stated: “I would not have 
treated children in the future in the 
way I was treated,” and described 
his mother as a bully. 

The court heard that the second 
son had been slapped, and after 
spotting bruising, a teacher spoke to 
the defendant. 

On more than one occasion, she 
would bang the boys’ heads togeth¬ 
er after they had been fighting. 

The second boy, said Ms 
Trehame, was nervous and quiet. 


had had extensive counseUing and 
had made an attempt on his hfe. 

The boy said: “I don’t think there 
was any love in the house.” 

The woman’s counsel, Ruth 
Smith, said: “It is a very sad case. 
She pleaded guilty and was desper¬ 
ate that the children didn’t have to 
give evidence. 

“There has been genuine 
remorse for the damage she did. 
There was a loss of control. There 
were also allegations of domestic 
violence towards her, and she was 
seen with two black eyes. 

“Her behaviour was inappropri¬ 
ate in a situation of stress, and she 
had sought counselling for anger 
management.” 

Ms Smith said that all her chil¬ 
dren had left her care, which was 
the ultimate punishment. 

She added that she could 
become depressed and tried to take 
her own hfe. 

The judge commended the offi¬ 
cer in the case, DC Nicholas Miller. 

The judge called one of the vic¬ 
tims forward and told him: “The 
fact that the court sent your mother 
to prison is not your fault.”

Former Taff Railway 
landmark is set to 
disappear at Aberthaw 


ANOTHER piece 
of the former Taff 
Vale Railway’s 
Aberthaw branch 
is set to disappear. 

The earthworks of 
the Llantrisant to 
Aberthaw Low Level 
railway have remained 
almost intact since the 
closure to all traffic 
south of Cowbridge in 
1932, and some unclas¬ 
sified road ‘over- 
bridges’ between the 
former A48 at 
Cowbridge and East 
Aberthaw have become 
the responsibility of the 
British Railways Board. 

Often, it is the prac¬ 
tice to leave road over- 
bridges intact but back¬ 
fill the cutting below. 

This was done at 
Cowbridge, one skew- 
bridge in Aberthin 
Road, north of the 
Eastgate traffic lights, 
towards the former 
grammar school and the 
other at the foot of 
Primrose Hill where the 
A48 passes over the 
railway alignment east 
of the Eastgate traffic 
lights (No.28, Beggars 
Bush). 

A further cutting and 
lane overbridge south of 
the A48 was backfilled 
and the Hillside drive 
housing complex built 
there. 

The next road over- 
bridge was of stone 
construction and in a 
lane from the St Athan 
road to Cowbridge, was 
numbered bridge 32 and 
was located at Beaupre, 
where a halt serving St 
Hilary used to be locat¬ 
ed. 

One lane overbridge 
(No.33) was completely 
removed from a narrow 
lane running up to St 
Hilary from a junction 
with the St Mary 
Church-Llantrithyd 
road. 

Road overbridge 
(No.34, named 
Kingsland) just north of 
the former St.Mary 
Church station and 
south of St Hilary, was 
the subject of re¬ 
strengthening a few 
years ago as it bore a 
metal span and the 
opportunity to widen 
the very narrow lane 
here, was taken during 
the work. 

The next overbridge. 
No.39 and still standing, 
was of stone construe-

tion and in an inclined 
lane from Llanbethery 
and was a vehicle and 
pedestrian access to 
Llanbethery halt. 

The only rail over- 
bridge which originally 
caused a problem was 
that of bridge No.42, 
the one immediately 
south of the former St 
Athan Road station 
north of Aberthaw 
cement works. 

This had limited 
headroom for road vehi¬ 
cles on what is now the 
B4265 Barry-Llantwit 
Major trunk road and 
after closure of the line, 
its steel span was 
removed. 

However, its abut¬ 
ments, side walls and 
pilasters have survived 
as a landmark for 
decades and it is report¬ 
ed that the single track 
line was lifted in 1940 
for the war effort scrap 
steel demand. 

South of here, the 
single line continued on 
an embankment and 
there was a siding con¬ 
nection to Aberthaw 
Cement works before 
the line passed into a 
shallow cutting which 
led to a rail overbridge 
(No.54) carrying the 
Vale of Glamorgan dou¬ 
ble track line. 

The new rotary kiln 
at the LaEarge cement 
works now stands on 
the alignment. 

The line then contin¬ 
ued in a gentle curve, 
part cutting - part 
embankment, to 
Aberthaw Low Level 
station, beyond which a 
siding served the 
Aberthaw lime works at 
Pleasant Harbour. 

As is the case for 
many road overbridges 


or underbridges on dis¬ 
used railway lines, the 
British Railways Board 
is still involved in over¬ 
seeing the safety of 
structures, except for 
those which have 
passed into the hands of 
the county councils or 
local authorities, and as 
each railway line has an 
engineering line refer¬ 
ence (ELR), one will 
see the stencilled letter¬ 
ing identifying the line 
and up to a few years 
ago, the mileage and 
chainage of the railway 
location. 

Generally, this has 
been superseded by the 
letters BRB and the line 
reference abbreviation 
and bridge number. 

The task of this work 
was transferred to one 
of the main railway 
contractors a couple of 
years ago but on “live” 
railway overbridges and 
structures which pass 
over roads, one will see 
the enamelled plate 
bearing the words 
‘Railtrack’, the bridge 
name and the ELR with 
the mileage and location 
plus a telephone number 
to report a bridge strike. 

The remnants of 


bridge number 42 at St 
Athan Road station site 
and B4265 have very 
recently been re-identi- 
fied with the latest sten¬ 
cil format (BRB ATW 
42) and with an immi¬ 
nent removal of the 
south-side stonework, 
some of the embank¬ 
ment is to be relieved to 
make way for a road 
straightening scheme. 

With the River Thaw 
passing under the road 
to the west and the 
River Kenson passing 
under the road to the 
east and then under the 
old railway embank¬ 
ment via a brick-arched 
overbridge, all being 
subject to tidal back- 
flow in the vicinity, this 
area used to suffer very 
badly from spring tide 
flooding. 

Until a road remodel¬ 
ling scheme was carried 
out at Burton Bridge 
some years ago, traffic 
on this road used to 
come to a halt until the 
tide receded. 

So another landmark 
is set to be altered and 
the current state of the 
scene is recorded on the 
photograph (ABOVE).

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 
South Wales gets great deal 
from railway electrifrcation 


A t long last there will be a 
substantial investment in 
our railway line in the 
Vale and across south Wales. 

Back in March, I welcomed the 
news from the Secretary of State for 
Transport that the UK Government 
were to extend electrification of the 
line from London to Cardiff. 

Over recent weeks, I have met sev¬ 
eral times with Justine Greening, the 
Secretary of State for Transport and 
her office, regarding the opportuni¬ 
ties for electrification of the lines in 
Wales. 

I have pressed the case for the 
Barry and the Vale lines each time 
and supported the electrification of 
the main line to Swansea, as well as 
the Valleys lines, but not at the cost of 
the Vale line. 

Wales is one of the few parts of 
Europe without a single yard of elec¬ 
trified railway. The only other 
nations in this situation are Moldova 
and Albania! 

This fact demonstrates the under 
investment over the last 15 years or 
so. This fact made our calls for all 
lines to be electrified more difficult, 
because of the sheer scale of funds 
necessary. 

Still, I wanted to ensure that the 
Vale line was not left out. 

As readers of The GEM will be 
aware, earlier this week the 
announcement was made that the UK

Government will electrify the rail net¬ 
work from Cardiff to Swansea, and 
this investment will include the Vale 
and the south Wales Valleys railways. 
This announcement will see more 
than £350million directly invested 
into the Welsh railway infrastructure. 

This is a monumental boost for the 
economy of South Wales. This addi¬ 
tional investment follows the £lbillion 
investment into the electrification of 
the Great Western Mainline from 
London to Cardiff. 

Last week, we heard the great news 
that there will also be a £500million 
investment into the western link to 
Heathrow, enabling passengers from 


south Wales to travel directly to 
Heathrow from Reading, without 
having to first travel into Paddington. 
That’s a massive £2billion from the 
UK government programme to mod¬ 
ernise the rail network that directly 
affects us here in the Vale. 

It was disappointing that the Welsh 
Government hadn’t shared its busi¬ 
ness case with Welsh MPs of all par¬ 
ties in order to help co-ordinate an 
action plan to argue the case for elec¬ 
trification. 

I’m so pleased that the strong cost 
benefit analysis that we presented 
helped to secure these enormous bene¬ 
fits for south Wales in what is a very 
tough public spending climate. 

Our railways in south Wales have 
been under-funded over the last 15 
years. This substantial investment 
will help secure the economic regen¬ 
eration and growth of Barry, the Vale 
and wider south Wales area. 

As anyone who travels regularly 
during peak time will be only too 
aware, the train is always packed on 
the Vale line. 

Our already crowded roads would 
be even busier and congested if this 
essential rail link doesn’t receive sub¬ 
stantial investment. 

The electrification of the lines will 
also reduce the long term operational 
costs of running the railway, bringing 
environmental benefits and faster 
journeys for us all.

THE EMBITTERED LORD 
WHO TURNED WRECKER 


Dunraven Gardens 
SITUATED on a hill over¬ 
looking the beach of 
Southerndown, lies the 
walled gardens of 
Dunraven. The history 
surrounding these gardens 
has an intriguing insight 
into a world of lordship 
and tragedy, connected to a 
building of grandeur from 
our not too distant past. 

The fortified manor house 
known as Dunraven Castle once 
stood overlooking the coast of 
Southerndown. It was built on the 
site of an Iron Age settlement and 
fort on the hillside, which later 
made way for a 12th century stone 
building constructed by Armand 
Botteler (also interpreted as 
Botiler). 

During 16th century, the 
Vaughan family lived within the 
manor house until 1642 when the 
Wyndham kinfolk purchased the 
property. 

They became important citizens 
within the community and built a 
fortified manor, naming it 
Dunraven Castle. Its ancient name 
in Welsh is Dundryfan, which 
translates as ‘triangular fortress’. 

Ancient Princes of Soluria, 
Bran ap Llyr, his son Caradoc, and 
other families from Ireland, also 
lived at the fortified manor and in 
1886 the Duke and Duchess of 
Tick visited the dancing stones of 
Dunraven. 

During World War I, the manor 
was used as a military hospital and 
convalescent home for wounded 
soldiers. Before the outbreak of 
World War II, the castle played 
host to the Dunraven Horticultural 
and Flower Show, where educa¬ 
tional walks were organised

around its beautiful grounds and 
gardens. 

The castle then continued as a 
family home until the 1960s, when 
the owner had a dispute with the 
local authority because they 
refused him permission to develop 
the land. 

In a fit of anger, he demolished 
the building in 1962. But tragedy 
had already cast its spell on him as 
his three sons had met their deaths 
in tragic circumstances. 

Today, only the enclosed walled 
gardens, entrance gateway, grand 
lodge, outer wall, ice tower and 
ruins remain of this once enchant¬ 
ing fortified manor. These are all 
now Grade II listed. 

Legend maintains that Walter 
Vaughan, who was Lord of 
Dunraven, was a kind-hearted 
man who found satisfaction in 
saving the lives of sailors whose 
vessels had become victim to the 
cruel sea. 

His heroics were frowned upon 
by the government, causing him to 
become disillusioned, and as a 
result he spent his fortune in a 
wasteful way. 

Penniless, he teamed up with 
the local wreckers and their pirate 
leader named ‘Mat of the Iron 
Hand’, and together they lured 
ships onto the treacherous rocks 
by evilly placing lanterns on 
roaming sheep. 

They were used as decoys to 
confuse sailors whose vessels 
would plunge on to the hazardous 
rocks. 

Walter Vaughan had been a 
magistrate in previous years, and 
it was him who passed sentence 


upon Mat of the Iron Hand - and 
now he was indulging in the same 
circle of wickedness as the pirate 
and his ship wreckers. 

Burdened by greed and time 
spent away from his home, Walter 
tragically lost his three sons who 
all drowned at sea. 

Could these horrifying acci¬ 
dents be fate paying him back with 
heartache for his dastardly deeds, 
or just a legendary fable passed on 
through time? 

The glowing figure of a ghostly 
lady wearing a blue dress and 
leaving behind the distinct aroma 
of perfume was reported to haunt 
the upper floors of the fortified 
manor for centuries before its 
downfall. 

It was not known who she was, 
but could she have been responsi¬ 
ble for the misfortune surrounding 
the manor, by showing her disap¬ 
proval in such a disturbing way? 

Chilling screams have been 
heard, bellowing out across 
Dunraven Bay, pitifully shouting 
for help, which could only have 
fallen upon deaf years from a 
bygone era, when looters gleefully 
watched the harrowing ordeal of 
sailors drowning in the cruel sea. 

Could these haunting sounds be 
from a restless seaman who walks 
the coastline on the anniversary of 
his death, or just a figment of peo¬ 
ples imagination? 

Around the Ice Tower, the 
echoing sound of horses galloping 
at pace has been heard, particular¬ 
ly at the dead of night. 

Could this distinct noise be an 
eerie case of the past, unwilling to 
make way for the present? Fact or 
fiction? It’s up to you to decide...

T wenty 

years ago, 
British pubs 
provided limited 
menus with very 
traditional dishes 
such as plough¬ 
man’s lunches, 
mixed grills, steaks, 
or bangers and 
mash - and the 
quality was often 
variable. 

But then a culture 
change took place. A 
host of cooks and chefs 
emerged in the 1980s 
and 1990s in print form 
and on television, high¬ 
lighting the forgotten 
richness of our own cui¬ 
sine, and demonstrating 
a cosmopolitan view of 
world cooking that 
encouraged people to be 
adventurous and try new 
dishes. 

Suddenly, the stan¬ 
dard of dining, whether 
in pubs or restaurants, 
took a quantum leap for¬ 
ward. 

The Vale has devel¬ 
oped an enviable reputa¬ 
tion for the quality of its 
dining in recent years, 
and among the most 
popular of the area’s 
pubs is The 

Highwayman in Nurston 
on the outskirts of 
Rhoose. 

I’d heard that the 
owner, Wayne Morgan, 
prided himself on his 
skills as a fish chef, so I 
was keen to select a ‘sea 
dish’. 

But before that, my 
wife and I had to select a 
starter each. The prices 
ranged from £2.95 to 
£4.75 and included 
homemade soup of the 
day, deep fried brie. 

New Zealand mussels, 
deep fried whitebait, 
spicy chicken wings, 
that hardy perennial the 
prawn cocktail, pan fried 
garlic mushrooms and a 
barbecue half rack of 
ribs. 

I plumped for the 
brie, breaded and served 
with a spiced cranberry 
sauce at £2.95. 

My wife was tempted 
by the mushrooms 
cooked in a creamy gar¬ 
lic sauce. 

The brie had a light 
coating of golden bread¬ 
crumbs which were 
crispy while the melted 
cheese oozed with 
flavour. 

My wife’s mushrooms 
were large and succulent 
with lots of creamy gar¬ 
lic sauce. The dish was 
exceptional - and a fine 


choice. For the main 
course, I was undecided 
between sea bass and the 
bream; the bream won 
because I wanted to try 
something I hadn’t had 
for a long time. 

Some fish dishes can 
be bland, but this was 
moist and tasty, and 
melted in the mouth. It 
was served with potato 
rosties and crisp vegeta¬ 
bles. 

My wife claims to 
prefer light meals, but 
she broke her normal 
rules and selected the 
lOoz sirloin steak with a 
pepper sauce. 

As she is so keen to 
remind me, the correct 
way to cook a steak is 
‘mediumrare’. This 
produces a tender, juicy 
dish . Some people insist 
on ‘well done’ and then 
wonder why it is as 
tough as an old leather 
boot. 

The dish was served 
with grilled tomatoes, 
onion rings and peas, 
and a side dish of home¬ 
made fries. She rated it 
the best steak she’d ever 
had. Praise indeed! 

Although rather full, I 
found enough space for 
a dessert of home-made 
cherry bakewell cheese¬ 
cake with cream. It was 
delicious and an excel¬ 
lent conclusion. 

My wife enjoyed the 
chocolate fudge cake 
with cream, which oozed 
a warm chocolaty filling. 

The three-course meal 
was excellent quality at 
around £18 each. The 
Highwayman offers a 
wide range of dishes, 
from chicken, pasta sal¬ 
ads, kebabs, fish dishes 
and an extensive choice 
of steaks from the grill. 

The staff are mindful 
of healthy food for chil¬ 
dren, and the children’s 
menu consists of home¬ 
made dishes from local 
produce, and they make 
them low in salt and 
other additives. A chil¬ 
dren’s meal is £4.50, 
which includes a free ice 
cream. 

Wayne and his partner 
Katie Neville proved 
excellent hosts, provided 
high quality food and 
were very prompt in 
serving each course. 

The Highwayman Inn 
comes ‘highly recom¬ 
mended’ and is based at 
Nurston, Rhoose (for sat 
nav users the post code 
is CF62 3BH). Bookings

Some of the team’s athletes, box¬ 
ers, cyclists, sailors and swimmers 
were also given good luck cards by 
the children, and teacher Rebecca 
Benson said: “The children were real¬ 
ly looking forward to this chance to 
meet the team and wish them all well 
for London 2012. 

“During the last year, we have 
worked on a wide range of Olympic 
and Paralympic-themed activities in 
school, and we chose to focus on the 
Trinidad and Tobago team for a proj¬ 
ect, so this is a fantastic way to round 
off our year.” 


The 60-strong team are one of 21 
countries that the Welsh Government 
has attracted to Wales for their pre- 
Games training camps. With the 2014 
Commonwealth Games taking place 
in Glasgow, a conscious effort was 
made to target Commonwealth coun¬ 
tries, with the intention of developing 
long-term relationships. 

Annette Knott, the Trinidad and 
Tobago team’s chef de mission, said: 
“This has been an excellent experi¬ 
ence so far. From day one, everyone 
has gone out of their way to help us 
with lovely Welsh hospitality, and we 
were delighted to be given such a 
wonderful welcome from the children 
of St Helen’s Primary School.” 

During their stay, the team is train¬ 
ing at Cardiff’s International Sports 
Stadium, and their track and field 
stars were on show at the stadium’s 
‘Road to London’ international athlet¬ 
ics meeting which took place yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) evening. 

Top Olympic medal prospects such 
as 100m sprinters Keston Bledman 
and Richard Thompson are part of the 
team, while other track and field stars 
include 400m runners Lalonde 
Gordon and Sparkle McKnight, as 
well as 400m hurdler Jehue Gordon.

NEWS FROM THE HIVES AT FONMON... 

The bad weather 
is putting hives’ 
future at risk..! 


WHAT can I say or report? 
The extremely variable weath¬ 
er is causing no end of strife 
to bees and beekeeper alike. 

The temperatures are acceptable, it 
is the combination of wind and rain 
that is making this year very difficult 
for any insect, never mind the bees. 

Because of the adverse conditions 
many beekeepers have to feed their 
colonies whilst hoping for a change in 
conditions, whereupon the bees can 
and will with some regularity proceed 
to pollinate the plants in their locale. 

Hive business still goes on despite 
the bad weather. Queen bees are still 
laying, and consequently the popula¬ 
tion within the hive increases. 

This means swarming can and has 
taken place, in fact at each brief clear 
spell Barbara Chick and I have 
received calls requesting the removal 
of swarms in and around the Vale and 
areas of Cardiff. 

Not all have been successful; some 
have been ensconced in chimneys, 
some have gone into cavity walls, and 
as we all know if you cannot retrieve 
the Queen you will not get the 
swarm. They have been left to sur¬ 
vive as best they can. 

Another downside to this bad 
weather is the failure of new Queens 
to mate. When a swarm ensues from 
a hive it is the old Queen that departs. 


taking with her many of the bees 
within the hive. She needs them to 
help her found a new colony. The 
beekeeper is left with a somewhat 
depleted hive but it is still viable, 
there are bees left, and before the oth¬ 
ers departed the provision of a new 
Queen was assured. 

When this new young Queen 
emerges she must be mated so that 
she can take over the egg-laying 
duties of the old departed Queen and 
provide male and female bees to meet 
the colony’s requirements. 

The mating ritual is done external¬ 
ly and on the wing, and of course this 
bad weather is preventing any flying, 
and this means the new Queen is not 
going to get mated. She can still lay 
eggs, but not being a mated Queen 
any eggs she lays will only develop 
into drones (male bees), and as it is 
the ladies of the hive that do all of the 
work the colony is doomed and will 
eventually die out. 

So this bout of bad weather is 
bringing about changes that do not 
bode well for bees and beekeepers at 
all. Will it ever be summer? We shall 
just have to wait and see. 

Somebody said to me that a pas¬ 
sage could be found within the bible 
that says “This too will pass”, I hope 
this is going to be the case.

But while the pace is 
woozy, the script does¬ 
n’t require it, and the 
predictable story arc of 
the characters mean that 
it feels a little long in 
places, the running time 
not benefiting from the 
drawn-out nature of the 
script. 

Performance-wi se, 
Tatum delivers a like¬ 
able turn as Mike, a 
man using his natural 
talents to try and create 
a better world for him¬ 
self. He may deliver his 
performance with a 
slightly dull tone, but 
the actor sits well in the 
lead, and shifts gears 
with ease, showing a 
knack for the lighter 
stuff as well as the more 
dramatic elements. 

Pettyfer is similarly 
well-cast, the actor 
looking the part but 
essaying the role of 
Adam well, highlighting 
the rise and subsequent 
fall. 

The character’s path 
may be a well-worn 
one, and Pettyfer’s turn 
may not freshen it up, 
but it is a pleasing per¬ 
formance. 

Star of the show, 
however, is Matthew 
McConaughey, who, 
having seemingly got 
the ‘turgid rom-com’ 
part of his career out the 
way, is starting to deliv¬ 
er some outstanding 
performances. 

Following his turns in 
The Lincoln Lawyer and 
Killer Joe, this makes a 
hat-trick of excellent 
turns. 

Sure, he is more or 
less playing himself (or 
certainly the persona of 
himself) but it is a turn 
that lights up the film 
where Tatum and 
Pettyfer don’t quite 
manage it. He is by far 
the best thing on show 
here. 

Cut away the shots of 
scantily-clad men danc¬ 
ing and Magic Mike 
does have a tale to tell. 
However, its inability to 
really capture the 
essence of that story 
means that it’s a distrac¬ 
tion of a film, a piece 
that will be remembered 
more for the dancing 
men than the nuances of 
the story. 

A shame, as with the 
talent on board it could 
have easily achieved 
both. 

VERDICT - 

Ostensibly a stripper 
film for women. Magic 
Mike tries to put sub¬ 
stance underneath the 
frivolity but doesn’t 
quite manage it. 

Instead, Matthew 
McConaughey steals the 
show from young pre¬ 
tenders Channing Tatum 
and Alex Pettyfer in a 
film that, when all is 
said and done, will be 
far more favourably 
looked back upon by 
females than males. 
Average.

THE Vale of Glamorgan National 
Eisteddfod Chair was presented 
to the Executive Committee at a 
special event held at Ysgol Gyfun 
Bro Morgannwg, Barry. 

This year’s chair is presented for a 
sequence of poems in strict metre 
(cynghanedd), not more than 250 
lines, on the subject ‘Llanw’ (Tide). 
The adjudicators are Mererid 
Hopwood, Huw Meirion Edwards and 
leuan Wyn. 

Dylan Jones, chair of the 2012 
Eisteddfod Executive Committee, 
said: “I am delighted to be here today 
to accept the chair on behalf of the 
Executive Committee. Accepting this 
Chair is the culmination of more than 
two years’ preparatory work to bring 
the National Eisteddfod to the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“Our thanks to Gareth and Ruth 
Williams, Treoes, for their generosity, 
and to the designer, Andrew Lane, for 
his inspiration and work on this 
year’s Chair. 

“The maes is in a great location, 
and we hope that the eyes of Wales 
will be on the pavilion in particular 
on Eriday August 10, as we find out 
whether there will be a winner for 
this lovely chair in the Vale of 
Glamorgan National Eisteddfod.” 

The Chair is made of ash from the 
Wye Valley, and according to creator, 
Andrew Lane from Newscatle, 
Monmouthshire: “Ash is a pliable 
wood which allows the interpretation 
and subtleties of movement. As in 
poetry, connecting lines come togeth¬ 
er to form a whole piece, whether it is 
written or crafted. 

“I was very aware that the chair is 
both ceremonial, but will also end up 
standing proudly in a poet’s home. I 
hope it will also encourage future 
craftspeople in Wales to develop new 
ideas.” 

The design developed a combina¬ 
tion of traditional and modem tech¬ 
niques including steam bending and 
laminating. 

The line of the chair flows through 
the design, visually waning and wax¬ 
ing and providing stmctural strength 
with the seat, back and legs. The 
inscription was completed by Rupert 
King. 

The chair and the financial prize 
are donated by Gareth and Ruth 
Williams, Treoes, who moved to the 
Vale 10 years ago after living in 
London, New York and Dubai. Both 
are descended from two great hymn 
writers of Wales - Ruth 
from Elfed and Gareth 
from William Williams 
Pantycelyn.

“I’ve seen the pro¬ 
gramme, and I’m sure 
it’ll be a great asset to 
the Eisteddfod. There’ll 
be a chance to blog on 
the Maes, as Cefnlen, 
which hosts the festival, 
will have its own wi-fi 
system. 

“I do enjoy Y Lie 
Celf, and this year’s 
exhibition space is next 
to the Literary Pavilion, 
and we’ll be organising 
some joint sessions. But, 
even more importantly, 
there’ll be a very differ¬ 
ent pavilion close to Y 
Lie Celf - the 
Architecture Pavilion - 
the work of architects, 
Coombs -I- Jones, win¬ 
ners of the competition 
to create a pavilion on 
the Maes. 

“Architecture has 
always been an impor¬ 
tant part of the 
Eisteddfod. In 1926, the 
task was to design a 
Parliament House for 
Wales, and although the 
task in the Barry 
Eisteddfod of 1920, six 
years earlier, was slight¬ 
ly less ambitious 
(designing an Institute 
building), the link 
between the Eisteddfod 
and architecture in Wales 
has always been there. 

“I think it would be 
impossible for me to fin¬ 
ish without mentioning 
the Science and 
Technology Pavilion. A 
vitally important subject 
matter of course, and 
one which the 
Eisteddfod has been pro¬ 
moting for over 40 
years, although it’s diffi¬ 
cult to imagine that 
we’ve ever had such an 
exciting main exhibition 
as this year. 

“It’s a partnership 
between the Eisteddfod, 
Swansea University and 
CERN, ‘Discovering 
Particles’. And how 
timely this is, as we’ve 
recently been following 


the vital research taking 
place in Geneva. 

“Partnerships like 
these not only highlight 
the status the Eisteddfod 
gives to science and 
technology, but also the 
status the festival itself 
enjoys in the science 
world.

And Euryn has one 
last message for local 
and national visitors: “I 
know I’ve mentioned 
some of the week’s high¬ 
lights, but really, the 
whole Eisteddfod is a 
highlight in itself, not 
only for local people 
who’ve been hard at 
work for two years 
preparing and raising 
awareness and money, 
but also for the whole of 
Wales. 

“This is the pinnacle 
of our cultural year, so 
come and join us in 
Llandow - a warm wel¬ 
come awaits you!”

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Cardiff and the Vale of Glamorgan Schools 
under-14 and under-16 Track and Field Cup final 


THERE was disappointment for Vale 
pupils and secondary schools at the 
Cardiff and the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools under-14 and under-16 track and 
field Cup final as Cardiff schools claimed 
a clean sweep of the top placings, for the 
first time since 2008. 

In 2009, Bro Morgannwg won both under-16 
(years-9 and 10) sections with Llantwit tying with 
Cardiff High for the under-14 section, while Llantwit 
and Cowbridge won the under-16 girls and under-14 
boys titles in 2010, with the Cowbridge boys retain¬ 
ing that section in 2011. 

Cowbridge provided the highest placed team with 
the under-16 boys finishing second to Cardiff High. 
They finished 25 points behind defending title-hold¬ 
ers Cardiff High (282). The Vale school badly missed 
Welsh Schools international George Griffiths, with 
the year-10 - a potential 30-plus individual points 
contributor, plus an invaluable member of the relay 
team - was ruled out with illness on the day of the 
event. 

That second-placed finish means that the 
Cowbridge under-16 boys qualified to compete as the 
Cardiff and the Vale representative in the NASUWT 
Cymru Welsh Schools Plate competition at Brecon, 
which took place on Wednesday, July 11. 

In the girls’ competitions, Cowbridge led the 
under-16 section in the early stages before being 
passed by both Whitchurch and Cardiff High. 

Bro Morgannwg was the only Vale school to qual¬ 
ify all four teams from the preliminary matches to the 
final, but they finished fifth of the eight finalists in all 
four sections. Cowbridge qualified three out of four 
teams - their under-14 boys missed out - while Barry 
took both of their teams through in the boys’ compe¬ 
titions and Llantwit were through in both girls’ com¬ 
petitions, and Stanwell, winners of the under-16 
boys’ title at the B final in 2011, qualified for the 
main final this year. 

For the Cowbridge under-16 boys, four pupils - 
three from year-9 - gained the 18 points on offer for 
a win in the A section of the final. Welsh Schools 
combined events international Tom Trotman had a 
difficult time. The year-9 found that his 200 metres 
event was timetabled at the same time that he was 
waiting to start his high jump competition - a timing 
that will also apply on July 11. 

He won his A 200 metres in 24.7 seconds but it 
took it out of him so that, in the high jump, he could 
only clear a, by-his standards, disappointing 1.70 
metres, which was only good enough to tie with 
Salim Malik (Cardiff High) for top spot in the A com¬ 
petition. Both pupils gained 17 points. 

Alex Love will have gained confidence ahead of 
the Aviva Welsh Schools National track and field 
championships at Brecon on July 7 - when he repre¬ 
sents Cardiff and the Vale district in the under-15 
(years-8 and 9) 800 metres - by winning the event in 
2:12.35, a time that shows that 2:10 is within his 
grasp. 

Kristian Jones was the third year-9 to impress. 
Having started as a star cross-country runner in year- 
7, he now shows real talent at sprint hurdles and, 
once his performances reach the power of 10 rank¬ 
ings - and they are not there yet - he is likely to find 
himself in the leading boy 80 metres hurdlers in 
Wales. He won that event in 12.09 seconds, a really 
encouraging time. 

Last of the winners was year-10 Joe Gaughan. Two 
years ago, when he was in year-8, Joe was a double 
winner, at 300 metres and shot, but now he concen¬ 
trates on the throw, an event in which he is scheduled 
to compete at Brecon on July 7, but in the older 
under-17 (years-10 and 11) age group. 

Annabel Curie was the lead performer for the 
Cowbridge girls’ under-16 team. The year-10 - a for¬ 
mer South Wales Regional Schools under-13 cross¬ 
country champion - is making real progress in the 
high jump. She cleared a hugely encouraging 1.60 
metres to win the A section but added a further 18 
points by adding victory in the A 75 metres hurdles. 

Llantwit had two A winners in the under-16 girls’ 
competitions, both year-10 pupils. Regular district 
cross-country representative Erin Hayes won the 

1,500 metres in 5:14.9, while experienced javelin 
thrower Danielle Dakin-West found a distance of 
23.65 metres good enough to win her speciality with 
the 600 gram implement. 

Erin has taken up a new event this summer - the 

1,500 metres steeplechase - and it is in this event that 
she will compete in the Aviva Welsh Schools 
National on July 7. 

In the under-14 competitions, year-8 Seren Allin 
was the only Cowbridge A winner, taking the A 800 
metres in a time of 2:28.62, only slightly slower than 
her under-15 championships performance. 

Bro Morgannwg will be encouraged by three wins 
in the throws - Owain Jenkins and Mabli Evans in 
the javelin and Ellie Jones in the shot - though, 
arguably, the school’s finest individual performance 
was the fine second place from year-10 Dafydd 
George in the closely contested under-16 1,500 
metres.

Saturday, July 21. 

Eor the Cowbridge under-16 team, competition at 
the NASUWT Cymru Cup and Plate final will start at 
12 noon on Wednesday, July 11, and end by 4.30pm.

WHEN should a 
manufacturer 
replace a model? 
It’s a tricky ques¬ 
tion - do you stick 
with a popular 
vehicle like 
Leyland did with 
its Mini, or do you 
replace your line¬ 
up every seven 
years or so as 
Ford, Vauxhall and 
Mercedes often do? 

There’s a clear differ¬ 
ence between an all- 
new model and a mid¬ 
life refresh. 

Unimaginative 
accountants might say if 
it’s making money then 
stick with it, but mar¬ 
keters are all too famil¬ 
iar with the challenges 
of the product lifecycle. 

The popular Mini 
took quite some time to 
actually turn a profit. 
But now that BMW has 
reinvented it, all is well 
financially. 

Renault’s answer to 
the original Mini was its 
popular 5 model intro¬ 
duced in 1972. There 
were just two genera¬ 
tions of this vehicle. It 
was replaced in 1990 by 
the Clio and there have 
been three versions of 
this so far. 

Where the Renault 5 
was around for 18 years 
the Clio has already 
been selling for 22 


years and there are no 
signs that it’s going to 
be replaced. Clearly 
there isn’t a set time 
when a manufacturer 
should replace a model, 
if Renault is anything to 
go by. 

The latest Clio has 
more rounded edges and 
still looks young and 
fresh. But there’s more 
to it than that, because 
it’s also engaging to 
drive and the 1.5-litre 
three-door diesel tested 
is incredibly efficient, 
easily returning over 
60mpg and allowing 
over 700 miles’ travel 
on a single 55-litre tank. 

Quite an achieve¬ 
ment. My only criticism 
is that the generally 
comfortable seats are 
not as supportive as 


they could be over long 
distances. 

The test takes place 
at a time when there are 
storm warnings across 
the UK and the Clio 
handles the strong 
winds well. It really is 
enjoyable to drive such 
an efficient car because 
you don’t find yourself 
fretting about fuel bills, 
and on this alone the 
Clio scores highly. 

Renault has always 
done things a little dif¬ 
ferently and the interior 
is inviting if a little 
bland. The controls are 
easy to find and use 
while the indicator and 
wash wipe stalks have 
their own unique char¬ 
acteristics. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “Stylish, 


chic and enjoyable to 
drive, the Renault Clio 
is a superb little hatch¬ 
back that has proved 
hugely popular. There’s 
a good choice of 
engines available. 

“The driving position 
isn’t the best and tall 
drivers will find there’s 
a lack of headroom, but 
the Renault is still fun 
to drive with keen han¬ 
dling and a good ride.”
